'bliceman's Fifty. Cents Was 


Good Pocket-Piece. 


Atlanta. -Tune 10.— For the last seven 


•curs. City Policeman G. Allen Maddox 
ins carried about a fortune in his trous- 
>r's pocket, without knowing it. He has 
•linked it against other silver coins, 
•ithout dreaming of its value. But now 
IP finds that it is worth more than a 
thick roll of greenbacks or many pieces 
of gold. Vet, it is merely a silver half- 
ilollnr piece. But it was minted in 1853, 
and is valued for its rarity.
